Pastor Given Award from Mayor 
At a recent conference at the University

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MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR. HUMANITARIAN AWARD 

The Martin Luther King, Jr. Humanitarian 
Award will be presented to Millard Fuller, 
founder and Executive Director of Habitat 
for Humanity, by Mrs. Coretta Scott King, 
during her annual assembly address to be 
held at Freedom Hall Auditorium in the Mar- 
tin Luther king, Jr. Center, Atlanta, GA., 
January 16, at 7:00 p.m.. 

According to Mrs. King, the Humanitarian 
Award is "reserved for those few select 
individuals who give their lives to the 
business of improving human welfare and 
promoting social reform regardless of na- 
tions, cultures, races, religions or other 
artificial barriers that separate people 
who share a common humanity." 

"Millard Fuller is just such a person," 
Mrs. King continued. "He is a Christian 
who has taken literally Christ's command 
to love your brother as yourself and con- 
sequently has risen beyond and above the 
narrow confines of his individualistic 
concerns to the broader concerns of all 
humanity." 

Habitat for Humanity, founded by Fuller 
in 1976, seeks to build a better "habitat" 
for the economically disadvantaged. Be- 
lieving that the poor "need capital, not 
charity; co-workers, not caseworkers," 
Habitat builds houses in partnership with 
the needy throughout the United States & 
Canada; in Africa; In Central and South 
America; in Asia; in the Pacific Islands; 
and in the Caribbean. These houses are 
sold at no profit, with a fixed-term mort- 
gage. Since no interest is charged," the 
houses are affordable for even the poor- 
est families. Habitat has helped over 
2,000 families get a decent place to live, 
and will help 1,000 more in 1987. 

Mrs. King feels that is very appropriate 
to honor Millard Fuller and Habitat for 
Humanity this year because of the great 
problem in the United States and in other 
countries not having adequate shelter, and 
because 1987 has been designated by the 
United Nations as the "International Year 
of Shelter for the Homeless." She be- 
lives that "Millard Fuller's vision of a 
shackless world and the Habitat movement" 
is very much in line with her late hus- 
band's life work of concern for peace and 
justice for all of God's people.

UCC PAPER ON ECONOMICS/THEOLOGY 
CALLS FOR ACTION ON ' BIBLICAL MANDATES' 

A paper raising personal, churchwide, na- 
tional and global questions about economics 
and theology will go to UCC churches, asso- 
ciations, conferences and seminaries Jan. 
15. A study process has been recommended. 

The UCC's Economics and Theology Covenant 
Group completed "Christian Faith and Econo- 
mic Life" in December, not as a finished 
theology, but to prompt discussion. 

Against the modern view of economics as a 
separate science, the paper outlines 'bibli- 
cal mandates" for seeing economic activity 
as a dimension of faith. It analyzes "the 
inadequacies of contemporary economic sys- 
tems" and suggests a system more consistent 
with "Christian principles of economic jus- 
tice" would do six things. The system 
would seek to fulfill everyone's basic ma- 
terial needs, involve all people in econo- 
mically rewarding activity, build communi- 
ties of dignity and well-being, respect hu- 
man rights and enhance freedom, use natural 
resources responsibly and promote interna- 
tional peace. 

Noting that "the pursuit of economic jus- 
tice entails sacrifices," the paper suggests 
ideas for personal study, action and life- 
style changes and calls on the church to 
evaluate its educational mission, employment 
practices, stewardship of resources, service 

ministries and public advocacy accordingly. 

• 
Formed in 1980, the covenant group wrote 

the paper in response to a 1983 General Sy- 
nod directive. A response form, accompanies 
the paper; a study guide will be ready on 
Feb. 1, and the group has asked conferences 
to schedule open hearings in 1987. Com- 
ments received will be used in writing a 
proposed pronouncement for General Synod 
in 1989.
